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MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 

BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENTS OF THE PEOVINCES OF ONTARIO AND 

MA2TIT0BA, IN REGARD TO THE TERRITORY IN DISPUTE 

BETWEEN THEM. 



In order to have the question of the title to the Disputed Territory set at rest at the 
earliest possible day as between the Provinces, so &ur as the same is possible by the action 
of the said Provinces ; 

And in order to avoid unnecessary conflicts or collisions in the meantimj& between the 
Courts or officers of the two Governments, and to make the best practicable arrangement 
on which the two Governments can now unite as to matters witiiin Provincial jurisdic- 
tion, for the administration of justice and the preservation of peace and order, the said 
Grovemments of Ontario and Manitoba agree as follows :-^ 

1. Neither Government' is to be understood by this Agreement as abandoning any 
claim such €k>vernment has heretofore made, or had, ik), or in, the Disputed Territory, or 
any part thereof 

2. Neither Government is to be required to withdraw its courts and officers from those 
parts of the territory in which they have hitherto assumed to exercise jurisdiction ; but the 
future exercise of such assumed jurisdiction is to be subject to the provisions hereinaftei 
contained. 

3. The provisions of this Agreement are to be carried into effect by the necessary 
legislation in each of the two Provinces of Ontario and Manitoba as early as possible in 
the next session of its Legislature, and are to be binding meanwhile on the two Govern- 
ments. 

4. In the territory South and East of the Height of Land which divides the waters 
which flow into the Great Lakes from those which flow into Hudson Bay, the laws of 
Ontario only shall be in force ; and its Courts, Officers, Government and Legislature shall 
have the jurisdiction therein, pending the- dispute, which they have heretofore assumed or 
exercised, and which they would respectively possess in the said last-mentioned territory 
if the same were an undisputed pari of the Province of Ontario. 

5. All proceedings, suits and actions in respect of past assaults on, or arrests, or 
imprisonments of the officers or the licensees of either Grovemment, or in any manner 
growing out of such assaults, arrests or imprisonments, and all other suits and actions in 
respect of past acts, where the liability depends on whether the locality in which the same 
took place is in Ontario or Manitoba, are hereby suspended until the decision of the Privy 
Council. 

6. The following clauses, numbered firom 7 to 29, refer to the Disputed Territory lying 
North and West of the Hei^t of Land aforesaid. 
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7. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council for the Province of Ontario and the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council for the Province of Manitoba may each appoint from time 
to time a Commissioner of Police for all the territory within the Municipality, or intended 
Municipality, of Eat Portage, whether intended to be incorporated under Statutes of 
Ontario or of Manitoba, and for the territory along the line of the Canada Pacific Railway 
in the Disputed Territory, and extending for a quarter of a mile on each side of the said 
railway. The said territory may be hereafter known as " The Canada Pacific Magisterial 
District." Each Commissioner of Police shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, by whom he may be appointed. 

8. The said Commissioners shall be, ex officio. Police Magistrates in and for the said 
territory. North and West of the Height of Land, and shaU each possess within it every 
jurisdiction and authority possessed by a Police Magistrate, under the laws of either of 
the said Provinces. 

9. The said Commissioners shall hold Court together whenever this is practicable, and 
when so sitting, or when sitting apart, shall have co-ordinate authority, and no Justice of 
the Peace, Stipendiary Magistrate, or Commissioner of Police, appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor of either of the said Provinces, except the said Commissioners appointed under 
this agreement, shall hereafter exercise any jurisdiction or authority in criminal matters 
within Rat Portage. 

10. The said Commissioners shall appoint as a Police Force such constables as they 
may from time to time think necessary. Special constables may be appointed and sworn 
in, in cases where the law provides for such. Every constable so appointed shall have 
authority in every part of the Disputed Territory, North and West of the Height of Land« 
The Commissioners shall jointly have chaise and control of the said Police Force, and of 
all Special and other Constables. The Lieutenant-Governor of either Province may from 
time to time appoint additional and other Constables at the expense of the Government 
appointing them, 

1 ] . The salary of each Commissioner shall be borne by the Province appointing him, 
and each of the Provinces shall pay one half of the expense of the Police Force 
employed jointly by the Commissioners. 

12. The licenses heretofore gi anted for Rat Portage or its neighbourhood, by or under 
the authority of either Government, for taverns, shops, or public billiard tables, are con- 
i|nned for the remainder of the year for which they have respectively been granted. 

13. The said two Police Commissioners shall have the sole authority to grant new 
licenses for any of the said purposes, in the said territory. North and West of the Height 
oi Land, but so that the whole number of tavern licenses in force in Rat Portage at one 
time shall not exceed twelve. 

14. The Statutes in force in each Province in respect of the sale of fermented or 
spirituous liquors, and the regulation of licensed taverns and shops, and the penalties for 
the contravention of such Statutes shall, unless where otherwise provided by the present 
agreement, apply to the same disputed territory. North and West of the Height of Land, 
as if the same were an undisputed part of such Province, and the said licenses had been 
issued under *' The Liquor License Act of Ontario,*' and under the laws of Manitoba res- 
pectively. K the laws of the said two Provinces conflict, the Commissicmers shall have 
power to make regulations in respect of such matten, so as to remove the conflict The 
issuing of licenses shall be subject to any valid paramount law in force from time to time. 

15. The said Commissioners shall have the powers possessed by a Board of Licenae 
Commissioners under the said License Act of Ontario, and the powen possessed by a 
MnnieipAl Council under the laws of Manitoba (subject to any paramount law), and shall 

in respect of the licensing, regulating and govenaing all pexaona who, for hits or gain, keep 
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or have in their possession, or on their premises^ a billiard table or tables, the powers 
which are possessed by a Council of a Town in Ontario or Manitoba. Such powers may 
be exercised by resolution. 

16. The fees to be charged for the said licenses respectively shall be fixed by the said 
Commissioners; but the fee for a tavern license shall not be less than one hundred and 
fifty dollars, and the fee for a shop license not be less than fifty dollars. No more than 
twelve tavern licenses shall be issued for Hat Portage. These sums are to cover all -fees 
which may be payable by anyone obtaining a license under any Provincial law, or any 
Dominion law, if any such should be in force. 

17. The said Commissioners shall appoint an Inspector of Licenses, who shall pofisess 
all the powers which are possessed by an Inspector of Licenses under the laws of either of 
the said Province& If the Commissioners cannot agree on the Inspector, each Lieutenani- 
Grovemor in Council may appoint an Inspector to hold ofiice with the said powers, until 
the Commissioners agree on one Inspector ; and to be paid by the authority appointing 
him. * 

18. The fees collected for said licenses in Rat Portage, and all fines levied in Bat 
Portage for ofiences against Provincial or Municipal laws, and all other fines under Pro- 
vincial authority levied for offences committed in Hat Portage shall be deposited in some 
branch office of the Bank of Ontario at least once a week to the credit of the Provincial 
Commissioners, and shall be applied by joint cheques signed by the two Commissioners, 
in the first place, to pay those expenses of the Board which are not hereinbefore provided 
for, and the balance on the first day of every month be paid over by joint cheque as 
aforesaid, to the Municipal Board hereinafter provided for, to be applied by the said 
Board to the purposes of the Municipality. 

19. All fees collected for licenses for taverns, shops or billiard tables, outside of 
Rat Portage, and all fines levied for offences against Provincial or Municipal laws com- 
mitted outside of Rat Portage, and all other fines under Provincial authority committed 
outside of Eat Portage, North and West of the Height of Land, shall be paid into the 
said bank to the joint credit of the Treasurers of Manitoba and Ontario, to be held in 
trust until the dispute as to the Territory is decided. 

20. The Commissioners shall render to each Government a quarterly account of their 
receipts and payments, with such other information as either Government may call for. 

21. The authority of the Coimcils of Bat Portage, incorporated or claiming to be 
incorporated under respectively the statutes of Ontario and Manitoba, and the by-laws 
thereof respectively, are to be suspended, and the municipal affairs of the said town shall 
be administered by a Municipal Board to be composed of five mei^bers, who shall be 
elected on the foi\rth Tuesday after the respective Legislatures of the said Provinces shall 
have passed Acts confirming this Agreement, and shall hold office until the said territorial 
dispute is determined by Her Majesty in Council, or until otherwise agreed by the said 
Governments ; provided, that in case of a vacancy by death or resignation, or by a mem- 
ber of the said board ceasing to reside in Rat Portage, the remaining members shall have the 
like authority for taking all necessary proceedings for the holding of an election to fill such 
vacancy, as is possessed by a Town Council in Ontario or Manitoba. Alexander Matheson, 
Hudson Bay Factor, is to be Returning Officer at the first election. Provision is to be 
made by concurrent legislation for ihe appointment of an Umpire in case the Commission- 
ers differ in regard to any matters referred to in this case. The Board shall be a corpora- 
tion under the name of '* The Municipal Board of Rat Portage/' and shall possess every 
power and authority possessed by Municipal Councils of Towns in either of the said 
Provinces. 

22. Every male person who is a British subject of the age of twenty-one years, and who 
is at the time of the election, and for not less than six months has been a resident firee- 
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holder or resident householder in the Municipality, shall be entitled to vote at the election, 
and such election is to be held on the fourth Tuesday after the respective Legislatures of 
the Provinces have passed an Act confirming this Agreement The two Provinces are to 
pass such other concurrent legislation as may be necessary or proper for determining other • 
matters relating to the conduct of the election, and the mode of trying any controverted 
election, to the said Board. 

23. For the put poses of the next two preceding sections, Rat Portage shall include 
all the territory which was included within the incorporation, or supposed incorporation, of 
Rat Portage, either under the Statutes of Ontario or Manitoba. 

24. Probates of Wills and Letters of Administration hereafter granted by a Surrogate 
Court of either Province, in the case of persons domiciled or dying in the Disputed 
Territory, North or West of the Height of Land, are to be as valid as if issued by the 
Surrogate Ck)urt8 of both Provinces. 

26. With respect to suits and actions hereafter brought, or with respect to matters 
which may hereafter take place, respectively, and with respect to all offences which the 
Provinces have jurisdiction to deal with in this behalf, the Courts, Judges, Magistrates 
and other officers of each Province shall have the same jurisdiction in the Disputed 
Territory, North and West of the Height of Land, as if the Territory were in such Province. 

26. With respect to all matters not provided for by the next preceding clauses, the 
Courts, Judges, Magistrates, Sheriffs and other officers of each Province shall not, on any 
ground whatever, interfere with the Courts, Judges, Magistrates, Sheriffs and other officers 
of the other Province, pending the dispute. But this clause is not to prevent any individual 
from setting up the question of jurisdiction in, or in respect of, any matter not covered 
by the next preceding two clauses. 

27. Except by the consent of the two Governments, no Courts are to be held at any 
places in the territory. North and West of the Height of Land, in which Courts of that 
Province have not hitherto been held. 

28. All Magistrates who now hold commissions from the Lieutenant-Governor of 
either Province, which would give them jurisdiction in the said territory, North and West 
of the Height of Land, if the same were part of that Province, shall have jurisdiction in 
the said territory as if they held commissions from the other Province as well as from 
their own Province. 

29. No Magistrate hereafter appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor of either Province 
shall have jurisdiction in the said territory, North and West of the Height of Land, until 
he receives a comiuission from the Lieutenant-Governor of the other Province. 

30. The joint case hereto annexed is hereby mutually agreed to by the said Govern- 
ments, provisionally, and subject to the following understanding, viz. : — 

If Mr. Chnstopher Robinson. Counsel for Manitoba, or Mr. Mowat, on behalf of 
Ontario, should hereafter be of opinion that there ought to be some variation of the said 
case, as to the forms of the questions submitt^ed or otherwise, and notifies, in writing, such 
opinion to the other on behalf of Ontario or Manitoba, as the case may be, on or before 
the fifteenth of February next, the said case is to be varied in any way that they may 
agree ; or if they differ, the said variation may be decided in manner hereinafter provided, 
with respect to documentary evidence as to which the parties may differ ; but no variation 
is to be made after the fifteenth April next 

31. Either Government may apply ex parte to Her Majesty or to the Judicial Com- 
mittee to have the paid case set down for argument in the month of June or July, 1884. 
If the said Joint Case is not set down to ^^ nrgued in June or July next, or is not argued 
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then, either party may apply at any time ex parte to have the said case set down or argued 
at such other time as the Judicial Committee aforesaid may appoint 

32. For the purpose of considering the true boundary the following evidence is to be 
submitted to the Privy (Jouncil, qutmtum valeat : — 

(i) The book of Arbitration documents ; the cases submitted to the Arbitrators on 
behalf of the Dominion of Canada and the Province of Ontario, respectively, and all maps 
referred to in the said book or said cases. 

(2) The Acts of the Legislature of Ontario on the subject of the boundaries. 

(3) All other documents which were produced before the Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, or which have come into the possession of either Government. 

(4) The notes of Chief Justice Sewell on the trial of the De Rheinard case, on their 
authenticity being established to the satisfaction of the Judges or J udge hereinafter referred 
to, or of the Attorney-General of Ontario. 

(5) In case of any question arising with respect to any documentary evidence as to 
whether it should be included in the joint case, the question is to be referred at the instance 
of either party to the Cliief Judges of the Appeal Courts at Toronto, vis. : the Honourable 
Messieurs Spragge, Hagarty, Wilson and Boyd, or a msgority of them, or the Attorneys- 
General of the two Provinces, or their agents in their behalf, are to have power to jointly 
refer any such questions to one or two of the said Chief Judges, or to the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Canada. Ihe decision in any of such cases, if certiiied by the 
Judges or Judge before the 15 th April next, shall be final as r^ards the submission of 
such evidence to the Privy Council qtiarUum valeat ; and the evidence, with the certificate 
of the Judges or Judge, shall be forthwith printed. No evidence not certified before the 
15 th April next shall be submitted. 

(6) The papers set forth in Ont Sess. Pap., 1882, No. 69, and the subsequent cor- 
respondence between the Province of Ontario and the Dominion in Ont, Sess. Pap., 1883, 
and numbered 23, and any other correspondence between the said two (rovemments 
which either party may desire, may also be submitted quarUum valeat. 

(7} The Province of Ontario undertakes the printing for the Privy Council of the 
Book of Arbitration Documents, the cases submitted to the Arbitrators, the Orders of 
Reference, the Award, the said Acts of the Legislature of the Province, the papers referred 
to in the preceding paragraph, and any other documents which may be put in on the part 
of that Province under this Agreement. 

(8) The Province of Manitoba undertakes the printing for the Piivy Council of the 
documents reported by the Select Committee, Chief Justice Sewell's notes on the De 
Bheinard case, and any other documents which may be put in on the part of that 
Province. 

(9) Either Government may, at its own discretion, print any of the papers and 
documents to be submitted in addition to those which the said Government undertakes to 
print 

(10) Any such documents or papers printed, or purporting to be printed, by the 
Queen's Printer (at Toronto, Winnipeg or Ottawa), shall be deemed sufficiently authenti- 
cated, prima fade, for the purposes of the said case. 

(i 1) All papera for the Privy Council shall be printed as aforesaid in due form, and 
shall be delivered on or before the 15 th of May next to the proper officer for the use of 
the Privy Council, and to the Solicitors in London for the opposite party. 

(12) Any maps tkat either Government deems useful for the argument before the 
Privy Council shall be prepared and lithographed on the part of such Government ; and, 
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having been duly authenticated either by mutual agreement or by reference to the Judges 
or Judge aforesaid, copies fthall be deliyered with the printed papers and documents afore- 
said. 

(13) Each and every of the said papers and documents is to be submitted to the 
Privy Council qtuirUwn valecU^ and not otherwise. 

(14) Nothing herein contained is to be construed as an admission that a Court, in 
order to ascertain its own jurisdiction in the Disputed Territory, or some part thereof, 
might not take judicial notice of .the said particulars, or some of them ; and it is hereby 
i^eed that, in the discussion of the case before the Privy Council, reference may be made 
to any evidence of which such judicial notice may be taken, whether the same is or is not 
contained in the printed papers. 

33. The printing or not printing of any of the documents or other evidence is not to 
postpone the setting down of the joint case or the application therefor, or the argument, 
or the decision of the case, unless the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council shall, 
on special application, and after notice (so that counsel for both Governments may be 
heaitl thereon) see fit to direct such postponement. 

34. Any order to set down and any other paper necessary to be served on either of 
the said Covernments, may be served on the London solicitors of such Governments, such 
solicitors of the said Province of Manitoba being Messrs. Bischoff, Bompas & Dodgson, 4 
Westminster Buildings, London, E.C., and of the said Province of Ontario, being Me8sr<». 
Freahfields & Williams, 5, Bank Buildings, London, E.C. 

35. The decision of the Privy Council shall be carried into full effect by such (if any) 
future legislation m may be necessary, or as may be recommended by the said Judicial 
Committee. 

3G. If in any suit or proceeding within Provincial Jurisdiction the boundary between 
Ontario and Manitoba do in the meantime come in question, the Court or other judicial 
authority before which the question arises is, in dealing therewith, to take judicial notice 
of all the documents and focts which it is above agreed to submit to the Privy Council on 
the same question, and without the said documents and facts being put in evidence before 
such Court or other Judicial authority, and is to have power to draw such inferences from 
the said documents and facts as may be necessary. 

37. To give legal effect to the present agreement the Government of each Province 
will introduce at the next Session of the Legislature thereof, and procure to be passed, a 
Bill in the terms of the Bill in that behalf, hereunto annexed. 

38. The costs of the reference shall be in the discretion of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council, which is to have power to award or withhold costs. 

39. The said Agreement is understood to be entered into on the part of the Ontario 
Government without prejudice to any question which there has been, or may be, between 
the Dominion and Ontario Gbvemments in relation to the territory in dispute between 
them, or in relation to any matters which have been the subject of negotiation or corres- 
pondence between the Dominion and Ontario Governments, and the rights or claims of the 
Province of Ontario as to the same, are hereby expressly reserved.

Sir, — ^I hftye the honour to submit the Annual Report relating to the Begistration 
of Births, Marriages and Deaths, in the Province during the year ending 31st December, 
1882. . 

The total number of Births, Marriages and Deaths, registered during the year 1882, 
vas 77,678, an increase of 1,037, or 1.3 per cent over the number registered in 1881. 

The number of Births registered was 42,429, as against 40,714 in 1881, shewing an 
increase of 1,715, or 4.2 per cent. 13,449 Marriages were solemnized in 1882, an increase 
of 343, or 2.6 per cent., over the number registered in 1881. The number of Deaths 
recorded during the year 1882 was 21,800. In 1881, the number returned was 22,821, 
shewing a decrease of 1,021, or 4.4 per cent.

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Remarks on Tables 1, 2, and 3. 

These tables contain the number of births, marriages, and deaths registered in 
Ontario in 1882 ; the full particulars will be found in the Appendix to this Report. 

BiBTHS. 

Increased returns of births over those of 1881 have been received from 25 of the 39 
counties. 

The ratio of births to 1,000 persons living is 22, and fifteen counties return a higher 
ratio and 24 a lower. 

The State of Rhode Island, in which registration laws have been in operation for 28 
years, shew by their reports a ratio of 24 births to 1,000 of the population. 

In Vermont, registration laws have been in force since 1857; the birth rate of this 
State, according to their reports, is 21 per 1,000. 

In Massachusetts, the registration of vital statistics has been carried on since 1850. 
Their reports shew a birth rate of 23 per 1,000, so it will be observed that the number 
of births registered in Ontario compares favourably with the numbers registered in these 
States, especially when it is considered that many of the counties in Ontario have been 
settled very recently, and it is found difficult to get returns from sparsely settled districts. 
The returns shew that there was in the whole Province one birth to every 45 of the- 
population. In several counties this proportion was exceeded : thus Carleton returned one- 
birth to every 35.5 of its population; Essex, Prescott and Russell, (united) and Water- 
loo, one in every 34 ; Wentworth, one in every 39.6 ; York, one in every 36.2. In some 
of the other counties the proportion was less. Elgin only returned one birth to every 60 of ■ 
the population; Hastings, one in every 58.6; Northumberland and Durham (united), 
one in every 56.6 ; and Stormont, Dundas, and Glengarry (united), one in every 64.4 of 
the population. 

The births registered in the cities and towns are much greater in proportion to popu- 
lation than in the whole Province. 

The total number of births in these cities and towns was 8,323, or a ratio of 26.2 
p^ 1,000 of the population, a ratio greater by 4.1 than that of the whole Province. 
This may be accounted for by the fact that registrations are generally more complete in 
cities and towns than in rural districts. 

Much variation is observed in the birth rate even in the cities and towns; in some it 
was higher than the rate for the whole 26.2 per 1,000, and others lower. Ottawa, for- 
instance, returned a ratio of 38.0 births per 1,000; Milton, a ratio of 33.8 per 1,000; 
Brampton, 34.2 per 1,000; Pembroke, 46.1 per 1,000; Berlin, 32.6 per 1,000; and 
Toronto, 30 per 1,000, while L'Orignal only returns 11.7 per 1,000, and Orangeviile 14 
per 1,000. Incomplete registration was doubtless the cause of this low birth rate in these- 
towns. 

MABBIAGE& 

There is an increase in the number of marriages registered both in the cities and 
towns, as well as in the whole Province. Fairly g^od times doubtless tended to increase- 
the marriage rate. 

The careful registration of the marriages made by clergymen is, however, the prin- 
cipal cause of the now complete registration of this branch of vital statistics ; and> if 
parents, physicians, and others were as conscientious in discharging their duties in 
reference to the registration of births and deaths as clergymen are to register marriages, 
the objects for which the Act was established would be attained. 

The ratio to population of marriages in the whole Province was 7 per 1,000. tn the* 
cities and towns it was 12.4 per 1,000. 

The cause for the higher ratio in the cities and towns has been explained in previous 
reports, viz., "That parties residing in the rural districts generally resort to the cities 
and towns to have their marriages solemnized." 

In the counties, Waterloo returned the largest ratio, 9.3 per 1,000: Six counties — . 
Carleton, Hastings, Kent, Middlesex, Wentworth, and York, return & per 1,000, all of' 
them except Kent include large cities. 
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The lowest ratio in any county, 5.3 per 1,000, was returned from Perth. Seven 
•counties had ratios between 5 and 6 per 1,000, viz., Algoma, 6.4 ; Grey, 5.7; HftMimima ^ 
.5.9; Huron, 5.4; Perth, 5.3; Renfrew, 5.9; and Welland, 5.8. 

In the returns from the cities and towns, Picton returned the hurgest ratio of mar- 
riages, 24.9 per 1,000, and there are four other towns that returned a marriage rate of 
over 20 per 1,000, viz., Perth, 23 per 1,000; Napanee, 22.8 per 1,000; Cornwall, 20.6 
per 1,000; and Berlin, 20.7 per 1,000. There was only one marriage returned from tht; 
town of L'Orignal for 1882. The next lowest returns were from Stratford, 6.4 per 1.000; 
Brockville, 6.7 per 1,000, and St. Catharines, 6.5 per 1,000. 

Deaths. 

In 1881 the number of deaths returned was considerably in excess of the previoos 
year (1880). In 1882 there were 1,021 less deaths registered than in 1881. Twelve 
-counties returned an increase in the number of deaths regibtered, and twenty-seven a 
decrease. The largest increase returned from any county, 362, was from Carleton. The 
cause of this very large increase is explained further on in the report. The County of 
Grey returned an increase of 100 deaths, registered in 1882. Ten other counties also 
returned larger returns of deaths, although the increases were small. Middlesex returned 
389 less deaths registered in 1882 than in 1881. This decrease is more apparent than 
real ; the returns for 1881 were unusually large, owing (as stated in last year's report) 
"to the sad accident which occurred on the River Thames, near London, in that county, 
by the upsetting of the steamer * Victoria,' when nearly 200 persons lost their lives." 
•The death rate for 1882 having returned to its normal state, the decrease is fully 
accounted for. The following counties also returned fewer deaths in 1882 than in 1881. 
viz.: Essex, 165 lets; Lambton, 1 15 less; Stormont,Dundas,and Glengarry, (united) 92 less : 
Ontario, 86 less; Brant, 86 less, and Wentworth, 83 less. The decreases in other 
counties were small. The ratio of deaths per 1,000 in the whole Province was therefore less 
in 1882, being 11.8 per 1,000, while in 1881 it was 12. per 1,000. 

The returns from the State of Rhode Island shew a death rate of 18 per 1,000, 
^lichigan 13.9 per 1,000, and Massachusetts, 19.3 per 1,000. 

Carleton County returned the highest death rate, 23.6 per 1,000. The Counties of 
Prince Edward, York, and Wentworth, had an average death rate of 16 per 1,000. The 
lowest rate of mortality was returned from Algoma, 6.7 per 1,000, but many returns were 
not received from the unorganized portions of this district ; Lanark returned only 7.2 per 
1,000, and Elgin only 7.5. The Counties of Bruce, Grey, Lambton, Renfrew, Simcoe and 
Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry (united), averaged only 8 per 1,000, about one-half of what 
is supposed to be the actual death rate of Ontario. Turning to Table No. 2, " Return of 
Deaths from the County Towns," much more reliable data appear to have been furnished, 
although, in some instances, the death rate returned was unusually large, and in others 
remarkably low. The total increase in the number of deaths in these places was 69. The 
largest increase was from the City of Ottawa, 388, and was chiefly caused by the deaths of 
inputs which took place in a lying-in hospital being registered in 1882, whereas, in former 
years, no returns of any deaths were received from this institution. This increase swelled 
the death rate to 44*9 per 1000, but as the mothers of these deceased children were only 
temporary residents of Ottawa it does not appear just that these deaths (which took place so 
soon after birth), should be taken into account when determining the death rate of the 
city. 

Toronto and Eangston returned an increase in the number of deaths of 40 and 30 
respectively, the other increases in the cities and towns were small in number — 7 of th<> 
cities and 18 of the towns had less deaths in 1882 than in 1881. The ratio of deaths, 
to 1,000 of the population, was, in the cities and towns, 19 per 1,000; in 1881 it was 
18.8 per 1,000. 

The total number of deaths registered in the ten cities was 4,960, this gives a ratio 
of 21.4 per 1,000 of the population in these places ; but this includes the very high ratio, 
44.9 per 1,000 returned by Ottawa. Eliminating Ottawa from the list the ratio would shew 
18.2 per 1,000. Brani^pton returned a very high death rate, 30.1 per 1,000. 
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There are three places where the ratio of deaths was between 20 and 23 per 1,000, 
viz.: Kingston, 22.2 ; Brockville, 20.1 ; Toronto, 20. Two towns, Pembroke and Berlin, 
had a ratio of 19 per 1,000. The lowest mortality was reported from the three towns 
Li'Orignal, Walkerton and Welland, 7.0 per 1,000. 

"Hiere was one death to every 88.2 of the population of the Provinoe. Carleton Oountj 
returned the largest proportion, one in every 42. Prince Edward and York were the next 
highest, the former I in 60 the latter 1 in 62. Lanark returned the lowest proportion, 1 in 
eirexy 137.5. The Counties of Elgin, Bruce, Stormont, Dundas, Glengarry (united), Lambton, 
Grey, Simcoe, and Renfrew were also low, ranging from 1 in 1 33 to 1 in 1 20 of the population. 

In the cities the proportion was much larger, shewing 1 death in every 52.6 of the 
population. In Ottawa it was extraordinarily large, 1 death in every 22 of the population ; 
the cause of this has already been explained. Brampton was also high, 1 in every 33.2. 
Li'Orignal only returns 1 in every 142, and Walkerton only 1 in 137, and Welland 1 in 
every 133.

The proportion between male and female births in the different months of the year was 
marked by variations, as in former years. In 1881, August returned the largest pro- 
portion of male to female births, 113 males to 100 finales. In 1882 the births returned 
in December shew the greatest difference between the sexes, 1 18*2 male births to 100 female 
birtha August comes next with 108*9 males to 100 females ; there was no difference in 
the proportion in the months of May and June, 107 9 to 100 being the relation in each 
month. February is nearly the same 107*0 to 100. 

The lowest proportion was in July, 102*8 male births to 100 female births. 

For the whole year the difference was 6*6 in favour of the males, that is, of the 
whole number of births, 42,429, there was 106*6 male births to every 100 female births. 
March almost invariably returns the greatest number of births, and this year is no excep- 
tion. June returned the lowest. March returned 3,926 births, and June, 3,130, a differ- 
ence of 796 in favour of the former month. 

November generally returns less births than any month in the year ; in 1880 it had 
the lowest return but one ; in 1881 the lowest, and in 1882 the lowest but one. 

The difference between the number of male and female births in the ten cities of 
Ontario is rather more than in the whole Province, the proportion being 107*8 males to 
100 females. 

There w!as also an excess of male births in every month in the whole Province, but 
in the cities there were more female births than male births in the months of May, 
October and November. In May there were fourteen more female than male births, in 
October twenty-six more, and in November ten more. 

September was the moat prolific month, and June the least so, in the cities. 

As usual, the first quarter of the year returned the largest number of births, and the 
second quarter the least 

The percentages of births in each quarter to the whole number were as follows : — 
First quarter, 26*2, second quarter, 23*6, third quarter 25*6, and fourth quarter 24*5.

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The Tery large number of illegitimate births registered in 1882, 966, may be at- 
tributed to the increaaed number returned from the city of Ottawa, there having been no 
less than 319 illegitimate births returned in 1882, whereas in 1881 only eight were so 
returned. Nearly all these illegitimate births took place in a public institution in 
Ottawa ; had it not been for theee returns, the illegitimate birth rate for the whole Pro- 
vince would have been lower than it has bean for several years. 

The number of pairs of twins reported in 1882 was 389, five more than in 1881, 
but still eighteen less than in 1880. Five cases of triplets were registered, one in each 
of the following counties : — Middlesex, Norfolk, Northumberland, and Durham (united), 
Oxford and Peterborough.

There were 343 more marriages recorded in 1882 than in 1881 ; in all, 13,449 
marriages or 26,898 persons married. Of this number, 9,496 (4,686 males and 4,810 
females) 35.30 per cent of the whole number married were Methodists ; they far out- 
namberod any other denomination ; Presbyterians come next with 5,469, or 20.33 per 
cent i Episcopalians follow with 4,673 or 17.37 per cent i and then Roman Catholics with 
3,602, or 13.39 per cent 

December and October maintain the same position, as in former years, of being the 
bvourite months for marrying in Ontario — 2,913, or 21.6 per cent of all the marriages, 
were solemnized in these two montha 

August and July alternately return the lowest number of marriages. In 1882 
August was the lowest In 1881, July held that position. 

The ratio of marriages to 1,000 of the popxdation for 1882, was 7.0. 

As is generally the case, those counties in which the cities and towns are situated, 
returned a larger number of marriages, and a higher ratio than the average of the whole 
Province. 

The Counties of York, Wentworth, Hastings, Middlesex and Carleton, containing 
the cities of Toronto, Hamilton, London, Belleville and Ottawa^ shew a marriage rate of 
^ght to nine per 1,000 of their population, while the Counties of Algoma, Renfrew, 
Baldimand, Welland and Grey, in which no cities or large towns are situated, returned 
only a marriage rate of from five to six per 1,000. (See Tkble 1.) 

The cities returned the largest number of marriages, but have not as large a ratio 
to population as some of the towna Toronto, Hamilton, London, Belleville and Ottawa, 
five of the principal cities, returned a ratio of from eleven to fifteen marriages per 1,000 of 
the population, while the towns of Picton, Perth, Napanee, Cornwall and Berlin shew a 
marriage rate of between twenly and twenly-four per 1,000. (See Tables 2 and 3.)

Only 175 youtlis were married under 20 years of age, while no less than 2,808 nuud- 
ens were nnited at that early age. 

Between 20 and 25 the same relative proportion between males and females continad 
bat not to so great an extent 6,659 females and 5,072 males were married at tiiat period 
of life. 

In the next period, between 25 and 30 years, the proportion is changed, and now it 
is found'that more young men were married than females ; the numbers being 4,758 maks 
to 2,516 females. 

Between 30 and 35 this proportion becomes larger — 1,657 males to 681 females, and 
the relation continues the same, in all the remaining periods. The only two periods, 
therefore, in which the females outnumbered the males were under 20, and between 20 
and 25. 

9 (See Table 16). 

In several instances men were married to women many years their juniors, but fev 
instances occur where women married men more youthful than themselves. 

Several cases are reported of persons having been married who had reached the allottd 
age of life — ^threescore years and ten. Two couples were married whose united ages is 
each case were 144. One was a farmer, aged 80, who took a wife aged 64 ; the odier 
was a clergyman of 76 married to a lady aged 68 years. The greatest disparity in the 
ages of any .one couple married was that of a farmer aged 74, who married a girl of 20 
•years. 

Widowers seem to have been more fortunate in obtaining wives than widows were in 
finding husbands, as 1,434 widowers were married in 1882, and only 695 widows.

DEATHS AT DIFFERENT AGES AND MONTHS. 

(See Table 17. J 

As the number of deaths registered in the Province in 1882 was 1,021 less Uian in 
1881, a decrease in the several periods of the year will be found, but not in alL Four 
periods, viz.: from five to ten years, fifteen to twenty, sixty to seventy years, and ninety 
U> one hundred, and over, shew an increase ; and it is gratifying to find that the decrease 
in the number of those who lived to be seventy and upwards, was very small. In 1882, 
3,475 persons reached the age of 70, and upwards, against 3,592, in 1881. From 
eighty to ninety years 1,250 deaths were registered, as compared with 1,269 in 1881 ; 
and from ninety to one hundred years, and over, 273 deaths occurred in 1882| and 
265 in 1881. The largest decrease in the different periods of the year was **at and 
under one year," and from ** one to five." 

(See TaUe 18 and 19.) 

March is generally the most htal month in the year. In 1880 it was highest in the 
list, in 1881 it was third, and in 1 882 it has again resumed the highest place, the retomed 
shewing that 1,135 males and 1,041 females, in all 2,176, nearly ten per cent of all the 
deaths, were recorded in this month. 

The least mortality in any month was in November. In 1881 it was in Jane. 

The first quarter of the year, which includes the htal month of March, returned more 
deaths than either of the other quarters. The number registered was 5,930, or 27*2 per 
cent of all the deaths in the year. The last quarter recorded the fewest deaths. The 
difference between the number of deaths registered in the first and second half of the 
year was considerable ; the first half exceeds tiie second half by 1,040. In 1881 the second 
half of the year exceeded the first half by 731. 
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The Death Wave of the Year. 

f 

In the years 1880 and 1881 the mortality was low in January ; in 1882 it was* 
nearly the highest ; therefore, in noticing the death wave from month to month, we 
commence with the high point in January with a mortality of 1,929, (112 piore than in 
the previous December). In February a fall in the wave appeared, the number of deaths 
being 104 less than in January ; but, if the difference in the length of the months is 
taken into consideration, the mortality would have been nearly the same in February as 
in January. A rapid rise in the wave took place in March, where it reached the highest 
point in the year, 2,176 deaths having been recorded in that month — 247 more than in 
January, and 637 more than in November, the lowest month. 

The wave then gradually descended through April and May. In June there was a very 
marked fall, 889 less deaths than in May, and only 42 more than in the lowest month — 
November. 

In July the wave ascended, the returns shewing 107 more deaths than in June, 
and kept rising through August, the increase being 151 deaths in advance of July. The 
wave then descended gradually through September and October, but made a very rapid 
descent in November, reaching the lowest point in the year, only 1,539 deaths having 
been registered in this month — nearly thirty per cent, less than in March, the highest 
month. A change took place in December, and the wave rose rapidly, and 235 more 
deaths were reported them in November. 

The two special features in the death wave in the year were, first, the high point main- 
tained throughout the first five months of the year. These five months returned 9,839 
deaths, or forty-five per cent, of the whole number of deaths; and second, the 
low mortality in the month of November, only 1,539 deaths, or seven per cent, 
being reported during this month. 

In 1881 the lowest month was June. It will be seen that in 1882 the greatest 
mortality in the year was during the wet months of spring. It has been so for several 
years, but there does not appear to have been a correspondingly high mortality in the fall 
months, which has usually been the case.

EXPLAKATION OF THE DiFVEBBNT ClASSKS. 

Class I. — Zymotic diseases, a term proposed by Dr. Farr, and is usually employed 
as synonymous with preventible, and includes all those diseases such as Measles, Scarlatina, 
Diphtheria, Dysentery, Cholera Infantum, Bilious, Typhoid, and Typhus ferers and 
Smallpox, which occur as endemics or epidemics. 

Class II. — Constitutional diseases, which include Anssmia, Cancer, Kheumatisin, 
Dropsy, Gout, Abscess, Hydrocephalus, Scrofula and Phthisis or Consumption. 

Class III. — Local diseases, under which are included all those diseases in which 
the functions of particular organs of the system are disturbed, such as Epilepsy, Apoplexy, 
Convulsions, Paralysis, Insanity, Heart Disease, Congestion of the Lungs, Bronchitu, 
Pleurisy, Pneumonia, Disease of the Stomach, Liver and Kidneys, eta 

Class IY. — Developmental diseases are those incidental to women, children, and 
old people. 

Class Y. — ^Yiolence, deaths which^ are caused by wounds, burns, drowning, poison, 
hanging, suicide, murder, etc. 

RifiKARKB OV TH<B DkATHS IK ClASS I. 

The deaths from the various diseases in this class numbered 4,670, or 21 per cent 
of the total number of deaths. 

Diphtheria returned the highest number, 1,239 (606 males and 633 females), sb 
increase of 68 over 1881, and as the number of deaths returned in 1882 was lesa than in 
1881, the increase was comparatively larger. In 1881 the percentage to all deaths wsa 
5.3, in 1882 5.6 The month of January returned the highest mortality from this dis- 
ease, 165. In 1881 November held that position with 182 deaths; August was the 
lowest month in both years. 

Respecting the ages of tlioae who died from this disease, it is found that more died 
between the ages of 1 and 15 than in all the othier periods of life combined. Fiva 
hundred and forty-eight (280 males and 268 females), or 44 per cent died between 1 
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and 5 years; 350 (170 males and 180 females), or 28 per cent, died between 5 and 10 
years, and 136 or 10 per oenl. died between 10 and 15 years, in all, 1,034 or 83 per cent, 
died from Diphtheria between 1 and 15 years. In 1881 there were 1,171 deaths or 82 
per cent, of the whole registered from this disease during the same period. 

In the following counties this disease was prevalent : — Elgin returned 2d deaths, or 
9.1 per cent, of all the deaths in this county ; Leeds and Grenville (united), 79, or 12.2 
per cent.; Prince Edward 48, or 13.8 per cent ; Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, (united), 
50 or 9.2 per cent. In the counties of Halton, Huron, Erontenac, Dufferin, and Haldi- 
mand, the percentage of deaths from Diphtheria was not quite 4 per cent. 

The city of Toronto returned 57 deaths, or 3.2 per cent from Diphtheria ; Ottawa 
60, or 4.8 per cent. The town of Picton 16, or 28.5 per cent.; Brockville 25, or 16.1 per 
cent. ; Windsor 10, or 6.7 per cent, while there are several towns which have not returned ' 
any deaths from this disease. Diphtheria stands fifth in the ten highest causes of death 
in the Province ; in 1881 it was fourth. 

Typhoid Fever ranks next highest in this class with 555 deaths (318 males and 237 
females). The most f&tal month was October with 77 deaths, the least so June with 
only 13 deaths. More deaths firom this disease occurred between the ages of 20 and 30 
years than in any other period^ numbering 148 (83 males and 65 females). The perioda 
15 to 20 years and 30 to 40 years also returned a high mortality, 74 and 67 respectively. 
It will thus be seen that the periods ranging from 15 to 40 years returned 289 deaths 
from this fever, which is 23 more than the total number of deaths in all the other periods. 

The county of York returned 84 deaths, or 3.4 per cent from Typhoid fever ; 
Middlesex, 39 deaths or 3.5 per cent.; Kent, 31 deaths or 5.2 per cent; Ontario, 30 
deaths or 6.0 per cent; Lambton, 23 or 5.3 per cent; Oxford, 23 or 3.8 per cent. 
Although the county of York returned more deaths from this cause than any other 
county, it does not follow that the disease was more prevalent there, as the percentage was 
less than in many counties that returned fewer deaths from this caus& The counties 
of Lanark, Norfolk, Prince Edward, Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, (united) and 
Benfrew reported few deaths from Typhoid fever. • 

The total number of deaths from this disease in the cities and towns was 191, or 2.8 
per cent of all the deaths. Toronto returned the highest number, 61, but not the highest 
percentage, being* only 3.5, while the town of Sarnia returned only 7 deaths from this 
disease, but the percentage to the total deaths in that town was 16.2. The numbers 
retamed from London was 22, or 6.9 per cent^ Ottawa, 20 deaths or 1.6 per cent ; 
Hamilton, 17 deaths or 2.6 per cent Kmgstonand Stratford returned each 7 deaths, but 
the percentages were very different — ^in Elingston it was only 2.2 of the deaths, in Stratford 
it was 9.8 per cent Two cities, 8t Catharines and Brantford, and eight towns, Chatham, 
Brockville, Goderich, CoUingwood, Simcoe, Walkerton, WeUand, and Milton, do not 
report any cases of deaths from this fever. The town of Whitby returned 6 deaths with 
a percentage of 12.7. 

The deaths were the most numerous in the months of October, November, December, 
combined, they numbered 202, or 36 per cent of all the deaths. The disease 
Bta&da seventh in the ten highest causes of death in the Province, but last in the list for 
the cities and towns. 

Scarlei Fever follows l^hoid Fever very closely in nuoabers. ^ The deaths ^from it 
niunbered 543, or 24 per cent of all the deaths in the Province. The month of March 
retamed the highest number, 99, or 18 per cent January also returned a large number 
—77, or 14 per cent February, May, and June returned 57, 65, and 60 respectively. 
The first six months of the year was more fatal than the second, 410 deaths being 
retiumed for that period, and only 133 for the second half year. The first quarter 
retamed 233 deaths, and the second 177, thus showing that this disease was chiefly confined 
to the early part of the year. 

In noticing the ages of these decedents, it is found that the largest proportion of 
those who died of this disease were children, 47 died under the age of one year, 300 
between the ages of one and five years, and 165 between the ages of five and fifteen 
yeurg. Therefore, of the 543 deaths from Scarlatina, 512 died under fifte^i years of 
^ge i uoue died over fifty years of age, and only 24 over the Bf^ of fifteen year^. 
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This disease was very prevalent in tiie county of Grey, 87 deaths, or 14-8 p^ cent 

were reported. It also prevailed to a large extent in the county of Oxford — 44 deaths 

-or 7*3 per cent Essex returned 3d and Huron 28 deaths from this cause. It stands 

eifhih in tiie ten highest causes of death, but does not appear at all in the lists for the 

cities and towns. More males than females died from this disease. 

Diarrhcea caused the death of 497 persons (264 males and 233 females). July, 
August, and September, generally the hot months of the year, were the most fatal 
These three months returned a mortality of 347, or 70 per oent., while October returned 
only 47 deaths from this cause. The number of deaths in the other months, with the 
exception of February, which only returned 6, ranged from 13 to 19. Two hundred and 
ninety-two, or 58 per oent of these decedents were infants under the age of one year, 
and 108, or 21 per cent, were between the ages of one and five, so that 400 of the 497 
deaths— -80 per cent — were children under five years of age. Of the remaining 
97 deaths, 64 were of old people, whose ages were between 50 imd 90 years and over. 

The county of York returned 76 dea& from Diarrhoea, or 3 per cent of all the 
deaths in the county ; Wentworth 42, or 3*9 percent; Stormont, Dundas, and Glengarry, 
(United) 20, or 3*7 per cent; Middlesex, 38, or 3.4 per cent; Kent 19, or 3*2 per cent; 
Carleton 47 or 3*1 per cent The lowest returns were from the counties of Haldimand, 
4, or 1*7 j>er cent.; Norfolk, 2, or 0*5 per cent; Victoria, 3, or 0*9 per cent; Welland, 3, 
or *08 per cent The per centage of all the deaths from this cause to the total deaths iit>m 
all causes, was 2*3 per cent In the cities and towns it was 3*5 per cent This larger 
proportion of deaths from Diarrhoea in the cities and towns was no doubt canaed to a grtmt 
extent by the use of impure water and unripe fruit Toronto returned 70 deaths, 4*0 per 
cent; Hamilton, 28, or 4*4 per cent; Ottawa, 40, or 3*2 per oent; London, 20, or 6*3 per 
cent; Elingston, 11^ or 3*5 per cent; while ike towns of Strathroy and Pembroke 
returned 3 and 6 deaths respectively, or a per centage of 10-3, and 11*1 per cent from 
this cause, so that the mortality from this disease was proportionally greater in these two 
towns than in the cities above mentioned. 

This disease stands ninth in the list of the ten highest causes of death in the 
Province, and sixth in the list of the cities and towns. 

Croup. — Four hundred and sixty-nine deaths from this disease were registered in 
1882, (255 males and 214 females). The first four months returned 226 *of these deaths, 
nearly one-half the whole number. In 1881 the last quarter of the year was the most 
<fataL Nearly all died young, 449 of tfie number were children between one and ten 
yo^rs. The deaths from this cause were not numerous enough to give it a place in the 
iist of ten highest causes of death. More males died than females. 

Oholsra InfanUtm, — ^There were 363 deaths roistered from this cause, 184 males 
and 179 females. The three months, July, August and September, together, returned 
more decedents than all the other months combined. July returned 65, August 133, and 
September 96 — ^in all 294. Ail but 2 died under five years of age. The males 
numbered 5 more than the femalea No other disease in this class calls for any particu- 
lar notice. 

Glass IL — GonaUhUional DUeassi. — The most important disease in this class is 
Phthisis or Consumption, it stands in 1882 at the head of the ten highest causes of 
death, as it has done for many years, and notwithstanding all the efforts to arrest its 
progress it seems to be on the increase. There were 67 more deaths from it in 1882 than 
An 1881, and, in consequence of the decrease in the total number of deaths returned, the 
•rate per cent was increased from 10*8 to 11*3 per cent. It affected both young and old, 
particularly the young, between 20 and 30 years of age. It spread through ev^tj month 
•of the year, though with considerable variation. The spring months ex<»eded the other 
months to a small extent March returned the highest number of deaths from tha 
disease, 240, and August the lowest, 167, a difference of 73 ; 376 more females died than 
males. The highest number of deaths from Phthisis was returned from the ooonty of 
Yosk, 267, but its per centage to the total deaths in the county was only 10*8 per cent, 
act equal to the average ; the next highest was Carleton, with 149 deaths, or a per 
centage of only 9*8. IldUddleaex follows, with 127 deaths, or 11*5 percent; a little above 
tthe averaga Wentworth was nearly the same, IfiO, or 11*2 per oent These eoantiai 
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have large cities within their boundaries. The following counties come next in numerical 
order, several large towns are within their boundary, but no cities ; their death rate from 
Phthisis was very high. Northumberland and Durham (united) registered 103 cases, 14*9 per 
cent, of all the dea<]bs ; it was 15 per cent in 1881. Leeds and Grenville, (united) 96, or 
14-8 percent.; 15 percent, in 1881. Huron, 90, or 13*1 percent.; it wasonly 9 per cent in 
ISdl. Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry (united), 90, or 16*7 per cent.; against 13 per 
-oent in 1881. Lincoln returned the highest death rate from this cause, 68, or 17 per cent.; 
in 1881 it returned 66, or 14 per cent Prince Edward also had a very high rate, 51, or 
14*6 per cent ; it was the highest in 1881, with 1 7 per cent. The following counties returned 
■9k low mortality from this disease : Benfrew, 19 deaths, or 5*8 per cent of a]l the deaths 
in that county ; Lambton, 28, or 6*5 per cent; Perth, 39, or 7-6 per cent; Grey 47, or 8 
per cent.; Muskoka and Parry Sound, 25, or 8*7 per cent, and Halton 23, or 8 per cent. 
All these counties returned similar low rates in 1881, except Renfrew, which numbered 
42 deaths, or 12 per cent. 

This scourge of human life is evidently on the increase, a steady rise is noticed in every 
year since 1878 ; in 1879 the number was 2,065, in 1880, 2,164, in 1881, 2,397, and in 
1882, 2,464 ; an increase in four years of 465, or 23 per cent The great mortality from 
Phtfaiais, both in this and other countries, has been for some years the thought and study 
of the greatest scientists of the day, but so far their efforts have not been successful in 
devising means for checking the growth of this insidious and distressing malady. There 
were 804 deaths,or 11*9 per cent of all the deaths, (6, 7 52) from Phthisis in the cities and 
towns. Twenty-three of ^ese places returned a higher rata As usual, Toronto returned the 
largest number of decedents from Phthisis — 208, or 1 2 per cent — but this rate was exceeded 
by several cities and towns with less number of deaths. Ottawa was next in numbers, 
with 105 deaths, or 8*5 per cent; Kingston returned 42 deaths, or 13*4 per cent; London 
36, or 11.4 per cent; Gnelph and Brantford each returned a death late of 15 per cent 
from Phthisis ; St Thomas reported the fewest deaths of any city, 5 deaths, or 6*1 per 
<^at. In many of the towns the rate was very high. Bowmanville had 16 deaths, or 25*8 
per cent.; Perth 9 deaths, or 25 per cent; Cornwall, 16, or 24*2 per cent; Cobourg, 11, 
or 20 '3 per, cent; Simooe, 6, or 19*3 per cent. No deaths from this cause were returned 
from Milton or Welland, Pembroke and Sarnia only returned 2 each or 3*7 and 4*6 
rcsspectively ; Whitby 3 or 6*9, and Napanee 3 or 10*3 per cent 

Females are more subject to Phthisis than males in nearly every period of life. In 
the following table this is plainly seen, as well as the prevalence of the disease in the 
various periods of life, ^^d also the great mortality between the ages of 20 and 30 years.

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Anoemia. — ^IJnder this heading are included all who died from In&uit Debility, 
Atrophy, General Debility, and Degeneration. They were not so classed in the kk 
Report ; General Debility and Degeneration were, in many cases, incladed under Old Age^ 
The deaths from Ansemia in 1882 numbered 1895, principally of children recorded as 
dying from Infantile Debility. 1,441^ or 76 per cent., died under one year; and 202, or 
10 per cent., died between one and l&ve years of age ; therefore, of the 1,895 deathi 
returned as dying from Ansemia 1,643, or 86 per cent., were children under fi\re yean. 
This was largely in excess of the number returned in 1881, and was chiefly caused bj the 
large increase in the deaths from Infantile Debility returned from Ottawa. The tiiree 
months, July, August, and September were the fatal periods to these infants, 199, 197, 
and 212, respectively having died in those months, making a total of 608, or 32 per 
cent, of all the deaths from that diseasa The deaths in the other months did not vary to 
any great extent. 

Dropsy and Cancer returned nearly the same number of cases — ^the first 393 and the 
second 397. Dropsy appears to be on the decrease, while Oanoer seems to be advancing 
every year. These two diseases principally affect persons of middle and old age, 254 having 
died from Dropsy between the ages of 50 and 90 — 64 per cent, of all the deaths from this 
disease, while 266 died from Cancer during the same periods. Dropsy occupied the 
eighth place in the list of ten highest causes of death in 1879, since which time it does 
not appear on the list Oancerin 1881 returned 313, in 1882 ; 397 — an increase of 84, car 
26 per cent. The mortality from these 4ifi6a8es was not very prominent in any one 
month of the year. More females than males died of Cancer, but in Dropsy the make 
and females were very nearly the same. No other disease in this class calls for any par 
ticular remarks. 

Class IIL — LoccU Diseases, — In this class are grouped many important diseases, in 
their various orders. In the first order (Nervous disea9es)i Apoplexy, and Convulsions 
are found very similar in their action. They caused »the death of 803 persons — 449 males 
and 354 females ; about the same number as in 1881. More males than females died 
from these diseases. Meningitis and Encephalitis — both diseases of the brain— caused Uie 
death of 526 persons, 268 males and 258 females. The deaths from these two diseases 
appear to have been confined in a great measure to children under five years of age, as 
260, or 50 per cent, were registered as dying of those diseases at that period of life. His 
months of May, June, and September returned a larger number of deaths from Meningitie 
than the other months ; and so do February and April from Encephalitis. More males 
than females died from these two diseases. , ' 

In Order 2 of this class {Diseases of the Circulatory System) diseases of the heart are 
the most important. The deaths from them are increasing every year. 828 persons are 
recorded as having died from the various affections of this organ of the body in 1882 — 404 
males and 424 females. The deaths from Valvular Disease of the Heart were most numerous 
in the months of March, October and December; they returned respectively 77, 71, and 74— 
altogether 222, or nearly 30 per cent of all deaths from tliis cause. September and Febrnarr 
were the months most free from deaths of this kind ; they numbered 55 and 54. Between 
50 and 80 years of age there were 392 deaths from this affection of the hearty 52 per 
cent, of all ; thqpefore it may be called a disease of old age, though 38 deaths were registered 
under five years of aga It is sixth In the ten highest causes of death. 

Order 3. — Diseases affecting the lungs, chest, and throat, such as Pneumonia, Apo- 
plexia pulmonalis. Bronchitis, and Lazyngitis, are found to be the principal items of this 
order; together Uiey returned 2,272 deaths---l,280 mijes and 1,042 females. Mardi, 
April, and May, the three cold, wet, and windy months, proved very faial to those 
affected with throat and lung complaints, no less than 893persons having died of them in 
those months ; while in the hot, dry months of July, August, and September only 289 
deaths were recorded. 523 infants under one year, and 383 between one and five years 
died from these causes, while 596 died between the ages of 50 and 80. Therefore thej 
are to a large extent diseases of childhood and old age ; the least fatal period was between 
5 and 20 years — only 186 deaths took place at that time of life. 

FnetMnania^ the principal lung disease, stands fourth on the list of ten highest < 
of deatha It has held the same position for many years. 
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Order 4* — (IHaeaaes of the DiffesUve System), — Four of the principal diseases in 
this order are Dyspepsia, Enteritis, Gastritis, and Peritonitis, and are sometimes the 
results of inattention to proper dietary rules and conditions, therefore the number of 
deaths registered from these causes should act as a warning to those who neglect or 
infringe upon the demands of nature. There were 761 deaths, 412 males and 349 
females registered in 1882 from these causes. The hot months of summer, returned the 
largest mortality, 225 haying died in those months ; October also returned as large a 
number — 73. The deaths under one year were double those of any other period of age. 
The mortality was large between 20 and 30, being 79, and so also was it between 60 
and 70, in which 76 died. The periods between 70 and 80, and between 10 and 15 
appear to have been comp>aratively free from deaths of the digestive organs. Neither of 
these four diseases appear in the ten highest causes of death. 

Order 5, — Diaeasea of the Urvnary System. — Nephria and Nephritis, both affecting 
the kidneys, are the principal diseases in this order, they numbered 220, 141 males and 
79 females, and were most prevalent in the fall and spring, they also attacked more old 
people than young. More males than females died of these diseases. Orders 6, 7, and 
8 require no special comment. 

Class IV. — Developmental Diseases of Children, — Order 1, — 108 little ones lost 
their lives during the trying ordeal of dentition. There were 256 cases of still born, and 
181 of premature birth, making a total of 437 who never really existed, or at least very 
temporarily. 

Order 2 refers to Diseases of Women, and it is sad to find that 293 women died of 
diseases incidental to child bearing. The ages of these women were between 15 and 50 
years. 

Order 3, — Old Age. — General Debility and Degeneration, two causes of death hereto- 
fore entered under Old Age, are now, in accordance. with the new classification, placed 
under Ansemia, consequently a less number of deaths were returned from Old Age, and it 
now stands third in the ten highest causes of death instead of retaining its usual place^ 
second, a position it has held for ten years previous to 1882. Anaemia takes its place as 
second on the list There were, however, 1,841 persons returned as dying from Old Age, 
946 males, and 895 females. These deaths were of persons far advanced in Hfe, wha 
passed away apparently without any specifie disease, and probably were not attended by 
a physician in their last illness, and therefore their friends registered them as dying of 
Old Age. 

Class V. — Violent Deaths, — ^These were either caused by accident, negligence or wil- 
fulness on the person's own part or that of others. The total number of these deaths was 
869, 692 males, and 177 females. 74 were from suicide, 59 males and 15 females, which 
is to be regretted, but the number is comparatively small in proportion to other countries. 
Ab railways multiply throughout the Province so will accidents through them increase. 
The increase was very great in 1882. In 1881 only 55 persons were registered as having 
been killed by cars, in 1882, 102 persons were so returned — ^nearly double the number. 

Respecting those diseases which have not been particularly noticed in these cursory 
remarks, it is hoped that all interested in observing the rise and fall of the various 
causes of death, will study the minute and lengthy details given of every disease in the 
classification found in the tables of this Report. They have been compiled with great 
care, and a very large amount of labour.

Average Ages at Death. 
See Tables H cmd 25. 

The average age at death of all who died in 1882 was 29.1 years (of males 29.8 jean, 
of females 28.3 years). This is an increase in the length of life in the Province of nearly 
one year over 1881. In the year 1880 it was 31.2 years. 

The mortality of children, at and under one year of age, was not so great as in 1881. 
when 6,653 were reported as dying at those early periods of life, while in 1882 only 6,118 
were so returned, a decrease of 535. This accounts, in a great measure, for the increaie 
in the average length of life. The following counties exceeded the general average age of 
29.1 years : — ECalton averaged 35.8 years ; Haldimand, 34.5 years; Lanark, 37.4 years; 
Leeds and GrenviUe, (united) 34.1 years ; Lennox and Addington (united), 34.0 years: 
Northumberland and Durham (united), 35.2 years \ but these counties returned a low death 
rate, some of them as low as 7 per 1,000 ; and further, none of them include large eities, 
where the deaths at and under one year of age are generally large, and which greatly 
influences the general length of life. In some counties on the contrary, where the average 
length of life was low, the death rate was large. Carleton, in which the average age was 
only 19.0 years, returned a death rate 23.6 per 1,000. Essex, with an average age of 
23.1 years, had a death rate of 14.5. Wentworth, with an average age of 29.8 years, 
returned a death rate of 15.9, and the average age in the county of York was 23.9 years, 
with a death rate of 16.1 per 1,000. 

In the cities and towns the length of life was less than the average of the whole 
Province, being only 24.1 years. In Ottawa the average was only 15.7 years, owing to 
very large mortality at and under one year of age, 694 deaths having occurred in those 
periods of life. 

When those who died under one year are deducted from the whole number of deaths, 
the average length of life is largely increased. For the whole Province the average was 
raised from 29.1 to 36.9 years ; in the cities and towns from 24.1 to 34.1 years. In some 
of the cities and towns the increase was much larger. In Ottawa, after deducting 575 
deaths under one year, the length of life of the remainder was raised from 15.7 years tn 
28.6 years. Toronto, by the same means, increased from 21.8 years to 31.8 years, 
the number of deaths under one year being 530. London increased from 25.0 to 37.2 
years, the deaths under one being 106, or nearly 34 per cent. The town of Milton had 
the largest increase, by this deduction; the average age rose from 29.8 years to 46.1 
years, an increase of 16.3 years, although the deatibs under one year were only 6, but 
these six deaths were 40 per cent, of all the deaths returned from this town. Other 
towns were simOarly increased. Goderich from 35.0 to 46.3 years, Brampton from 316 
to 42.8 years, Chatham from 24.3 to 34.2 years, Samia from 20.9 to 30.2 years, and Pem- 
broke from 20.6 to^29.5 years. Sandwich reported no deaths under one year, therefore 
the average age remains the same, 17.8 years.

Every year a number of persons are reported to be 100 years, and over, at the time 
of their death. Twenty-six snch cases were reported in 1882. Enquiries made respectiiig 
these centenarians have hitherto failed to establish satisfactorily the truth of these 
advanced ages. In the nationality of decedents over sixty years of age, in every period 
from that age to 100 years, the Irish largely predominated. They numbwed 1,612 oat of a 
total of 5,065, nearly d2 per cent. English and Canadians are nearly the same, 968 
and 989 respectively. The Scotch followed, with 790, and those of American birth numbered 
342. Out of 26 who were reported as being 100 years, afid upwards, at the time of thar 
death, 1 1 were bom in Ireland.

There were registered in 1882 the deaths of 5,289 persons, who at the time of their 
death were following some occupation. Three thousand and forty-nine, or more than one- 
half of them, lived to be over the average age, 57 years. Conspicuous amongst them 
were Pensioners, Gentlemen, Farmers, and Public Officials. They numbered 2,796, with 
an average age of 65*5 years; an enviable class to belong to. They are those who 
generally do not have to contend with the worries and cares of business, or with the hard 
struggles and heavy toil of those who work for a living in cities and towns. Clergymen 
alone in this list of persons dying above the average age were brain workers. Merchants 
and professional men, as a cliiss, die before arriving at the average age of life.

Ten Occupations Giving the Highest Average Age at Death. 

(See Table 29.) 

In this comparative list some changes have taken place since 1881, ''gentlemen" 
held the highest place with an average age of 70 years in 1881. In 1882 mill- 
wiights took their place with an average age of 74.8 years, but only five of this, occupation 
died, whereas the deaths of 170 gentlemen were recorded at an average age of 68.2 years ; 
they are now fourth on the list. Masons are seventh with an average age of 64.4 years, 
they were third in 1881 with an average age of 66 year& Provincial Land Surveyors, 
who were fifth in 1881, have dropped out of the list altogether in 1882. Gardeners 
retain the same place, but with an increase of two years in their average age. Clergyman, 
Shoemakers and Tanners and Curriers, who held respectively in 1881, the seventh, ninth 
and tenth places in this list, do not appear in 1882 ; fewer of them died, and their average 
age was not as large as in 1881. Farmers have also retrograded to some extent, they 
formerly held the eighth place, but in 1882 they were last, their average age, however, 
was nearly two years longer. 

Ten Occupations Giving the Lowest Average Age at Death. 

The lowest average age of any calling in 1862 was that of Students, twenty-six years ; 
in 1881 Telegraph Operators were the lowest Students lose that appellation when they 
have finished their studies and entered their profession, therefore those who died while 
they were pursuing their studies died young. Milliners, Artists, Lumbermen and Editors 
do not appear on Uiis list in 1882, their places have been taken by Students, Female 
Teachers and Domestic Servants. Printers were seventh on the list in 1881 with an 
average age of thirty<six years ; in 1882 they were fourth, with only thirty-two years, a 
decrease of 4 years in their average ages. AH these callings whidb exhibit so low an 
average length of life may be considered prejudicial to longevity. Over-study, it is well 
known, causes many deaths in early life, and that was probably one of the causes why 
Students appear in the list with so low an average age at iiieir deaths. The length of the 
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liTee of Female Teaohera was shorter than that of Male Teachers. The^hardships inci- 
dental to a life of teaching weigh more heavily on females than males, especiallj in citieB 
and towns where they have to encounter more densely crowded rooms through a larger 
attendance of children, than their fellow Male Teachers, the younger ones being invan- 
ably placed under their charge and consequently their work is more wearing and exhaust- 
ing. Their average age at the tii^e of death was thirty-six, while that of Male Teachers 
was fifty-two years. 

The occupation of a Seamstress is not thought to be conducive to good health, and 
consequently it is found that in every country Uieir average length of life is low. In 1882 
their average age was 32*7 years, in 1881 it was iO years, a decrease of over seven years. 
This was probably caused by more being engaged in that work, as there were eleven more 
deaths in 1882 than in 1881.

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This classification of Deaths from Occupations excludes farmers' wives and house- 
wives, which lowers the average age slightly, including all, the average age is 57 years, 
withoat these decedents it is 56.7 years. 

Cultivators of the soil were six less in number in 1882 than in 1881, but their aver- 
age age has increased from 60 to 61.9 years. Mechanics and Labourers' ages were the 
same as in 1881. Merchants were slightly less. Professional Men's average age was 
nearly the same. " Other employments," and " Females at work," returned a lower aver- 
age age, particularly the latter, whose ages have decreased from 38 to 35.5 years. 

Class I. Farmers cmd Oa/rd&Mra. — They both returned increased average age at 
death, which shews how conducive to long life these outdoor employments are, and yet it 
is observed that the desire for leaving them for city employment is increasing. 

Class IL Mechcmics* — ^Thia list embraces 34 different trades. The most numerous 
are Carpenters, 173 having died at an average age of 54 years. 94 Shoemakers died, 
at 55.8 years. The four trades, Carpenters, Shoemakers, Blacksmiths, and Tailors 
together returned 389 deaths or 43 per cent, of all the mechanics who died in 1882 ; 
their average age was 55.3 years, a very fair length of life for those trades. Tailors 
were the longest lived, their average age in 1882, was 63 years, though in 1881 it was 
only 54 years. 

The following Mechanics returned a low average age : Tobacconists, 30 years ; Prin- 
ters, 32 years ; Barbers, 37 years ; Moulders, 36 years ; and Sawyers, 36.7 years. 

16 out of the 34 Mechanical trades returned more than the average age of the whole- 
class, 52.0 years, and 18 a less average age. 

Masons and Weavers are long lived, they generally reach the highest age of 
any inrthis class. In 1882 their average age was nearly 70 years. Millwrights returned 
a higher age, 74 years, but it is exceptional, they are few in number, and their ages vary 
every year. 

Class III. Labourers of which there were only three kinds viz. : Labourers, Pedlars, 
and Teamsters ; they numbered 769 with an average of 52.7 years, somewhat larger than 
Mechanics. Teamsters are the shortest lived in this class, their average age was only 44 
years. 

Class IY. Merchants, Financiers^ Agents, dsc. — ^This class returned a low average age, 
45.9 years, the lowest of any class, except females. Book-keepers, Salesmen, and Clerks, 
are included in this class, they had the lowest average ageintiiis class : 35.9 years. The 
confinement attendant on these occupations no doubt tends to shorten lifa The average 
age of manufacturers was over fifty-four years of age. They are not so much confined 
indoors as Book-keepers and Clerks, their work is not so mudh of a sedentary nature and 
it calls for considerable muscular action, which tends to lengthen life. 
The average age of Telegraph operators is always low. In 1881 it was 25 years, in 1882. 
23 years, an increase of three years. Those who follow this occupation seldom continue 
at it many years. 

Class V. Professional Men, — ^Their average was 58.5 years. With the exception of 
the cultivators of the soil, they are the only dass that return an average age equal to, or 
greater than the general average, 56.7 years. The three professions (we might add a. 
fourth. Teachers) Law, Divinity, and Medicine, are included in this class ; they numbered 
together 100, exactly the same as in 1881, but their average age is higher — 55 years. In. 
1881 it was 53.9. Clergymen seem to outlive the other professioiuJ gentlemen, their 
average age was 60.5 yeam 

Class YI. Other mr^loyments. — ^The persons included in this class are, with the ex- 
ception of pensioners, those who are liable to violent deaths, and therefore their average 
age is comparatively low. 

Class TIL Females cU work. — ^This class returned the lowest average age of any 
class, 35-5 years. Two of the occupations in the class. Milliners and Seamstresses, alwaya 
return a low average age at death ; but why domeatio servants should do so, is not. 
easily explained.

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Dbaths bt Occupations. — Oausbs of Dbath. 

Thhi List contains the same diseases, with one ezoeption, as in 1881. Enteritis took 
the place of Lung Disease. In 1881 a large number of persons were returned as dying 
from affection of the Lnngs, and as no distinct form was giveni they were included 
under the simple heading ''Lung disease." In 1882 in consequence of the introduc- 
tion of the new classification of diseases, they were registered under their appropriate 
headings, such as Pneumonia, Apoplexia Pidmonalis, etc, and this explains why the 
number of deaths from Pneumonia was so much larger in 1882, as a large number of deaths 
heretofore classified under Lung Disease being now included under Pneumonia. The total 
number of deaths in the whole Province in 1882 was considerably less than in 1881, a cor- 
responding decrease is therefore observed in some of the diseases on this List. Heart 
disease and Apoplexy have fallen to 4th and 5th p<)sition instead of 3rd and 4th, 
which they formerly held. The decrease in the number of deaths from Apoplexy was caused 
by it being separated from Paralysis, with which it was formerly joined. Pneumonia 
and violent deaths took the place of those two diseases. All kmds of Fevers were 
enumerated under one head, "Fevers," in 1881 ; in 1882 they were separated into their 
various divisions, and only one kind. Typhoid Fever, takes a place on the List Cancer 
has increased and it now occupies the 8th place instead of the last Under the heading 
'' Cancer " are included all the different varieties of this disease. Dropsy remains in the 
same position 9th on the list. It is pleasant to record that " Old Age" was the principal 
cause of death of these workers ; but it is far from gratifying to find so many dying from 
Phthisis. Farmers, by far, outnumbered all other occupations and they also returned more 
deaths from consumption, 286 of them died from that disease, nearly die same number as 
in 1881 ; but it was only 11.4 per cent of their deaths from all causes; while Seam- 
stresses and Female Teachers returned 59.2 and 44.4 per cent respectively. Book- 
keepers and Clerks returned 30 per cent and Blacksmiths, Caifpenters, and Shoemakers 
over 20 per cent; Merchants and Labourers had nearly the same, 15 per cent Oentle- 
men retumed the lowest death rate from this disease 8.8 per cent ; these persons, however, 
generally die at an advanced age ; their a?erage age at death in 1882 was 68.2 years ; but 
the victims of Consumption generally die in early life. The ten occupations in this list 
retumed in all, 560 deaths from this cause, which was 13.8 per cent of the deaths from 
all causes.
